COMMITTEE REPORT 


Honorable Members of the 
Fire and Police Commission. 


Gentlemen: 


Relative to the request of Chief O’Brien 
for a 5% flat salary increase for lst, 2nd, 


and 8rd year patrolman and the Radio 
operators. 


We recommend that the request be de- 
nied for the following reasons. 


First the claim was made that 20% 
deduction for income tax was taken from 
the pay checks. This is not true. The 
actual deductions for the above employees 
aA 7.8% Federal Tax average per indi- 
vidual, , 


For the Fire department the average 
is 6.38%. 


Average for both departments, 6.83%. 


Further if a 5% increase was granted in 
the Police Department, the same rated 
employees in the Fire Department would 
likewise have to be raised. 


This would mean that a 3rd year fireman 
would get more than an Engineer and as 
a result the entire rate structure would 
have to be revised. 


Further, there is only 3144 months to go 
in this fiscal year, therefore, no changes 
should be considered.

Gentlemen : 


On the evening of February 5th, No. 3 
Service Truck was sent to the Diamond 
Oil Co. at 225 N. Hosmer Street to stop a 
leak in a 20,000 Gal. bulk storage tank of 
gasoline. Freezing weather had caused a 
sediment pipe to leak underneath the tank, 
and the manager of the oil company had 
attempted unsuccessfully to insert a’ plug 
in place of this pipe. . 


With considerable difficulty, Captain 
Robert Metz and Fireman Elmore Kerkela 
worked their way under this tank and in- 
serted the plug, holding the loss of gaso- 
ilne to approximately 500 gallons and 
greatly reducing the potential hazard’ to 
this neighborhood. 


While inserting the plug, however, Cap- 
tain Metz and Fireman Kerkela were both 
thoroughly saturated with gasoline, and I 
wish to go on record as commending these 
men for accomplishing a splendid piece of 
work in the face of extreme personal dan- 
ger.

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Gentlemen: 


At your meeting on January 12, 1944, the 
following resolution was adopted: 


“That the case of Ernest Messick be 
referred to the City Attorney for his 
opinion.” 


To date I have received nothing in writ- 
ing from you as to the questions involved, 
but learned from Chief O’Brien, Mr. Leo 
Smith and Miss Ray that Mr. Messick, 
while a member of the Police Forct en- 
listed in the Navy and, while there, either 
was injured or an old injury became ag- 
gravated. After hospitalization he was 
honorably discharged and now wishes to 
return to the department. 


On February 24, 1948, your Board, by 
ooeapyataia vote, adopted the following reso- 
lution: 


That members of the Police Depart- 
men or of the Fire Department who 
enter the armed forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall 
be given a leave of absence from their 
positions and upon their honorable dis- 
charge and if physically fit, shall be 
reinstated upon their return to Lansing 
in .the position which was held upon 
-entering into the services with such 
seniority rights as they had when en- 
tering the service. Provided applica- 
tion be made within six months after 
such honorable discharge. 


I believe this means that Mr. Messick 
must be. physically fit to perform the duties 
of the job he held when he left the de- 
partment. I understand your Board had 
some discussion as to what kind of an 
examination should be had in order to de- 
termine his physical fitness and that some 
. One even suggested that it should be only 
such an examination as he had upon first 
entering the department. In my opinion 
such an examination is not enough. The 
resolution of Februayr 24, 1943, places a 
duty upon you to determine his physical 
fitness, by all available means, and it seems 
to me that your Board has a single ques- 
tion of fact to determine—Is he now physi- 
eally fit to perform the duties of the job 
he held when he left the department? 


In arriving at the answer ‘you should 
consider all available evidence and in par- 
ticular all possible information in regard 
to his specific disability. 


It may be of interest to know that the 
Selective Service Act of 1940, as amended, 
while inapplicable to municipalities pro- 
vides that a person entering the armed 
forces must upon discharge be restored to 
his former position provided, ‘‘He is still 
qualified to perform the duties of such 
position.” 


May I suggest that further references to 
me be made in writing because otherwise 
there is no certainty that your questions 
are correctly presented.

Gentlemen : 


At your meeting of April 11th you re- 
ferred to me the request of Ernest V. 
Messick for back pay for the period of De- 
cember 16, 1943 to March 16, 1944. 


As stated in my letter of February ist, 
which was received at your meeting of 
February 8th, the Federal Selective Law 
does not apply to Municipalities, so the 
only reason for re-employing Mr. Messick 
is found in your resolution of February 24, 
1942, which is as follows: 


That members of the Police Depart- 
ment or of the Fire Department who 
enter the armed forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall 
be given a leave of absence from their 
positions and upon their honorable 
discharge and if physically fit, shall be 
‘reinstated upon their return to Lan- 
sing in the position which was held 
upon entering into the service with 
such seniority rights as they had when 
entering the service. Provided appli- 
cation be made within six months after 
such honorable discharge. 


Qn January 12, 1944, Doctor Hermes 
wrote you saying he had examined Mr. 
Messick on December 14, 1943, that he had 
a back condition which would cause future 
trouble and that he did not consider him 
physically able to carry on the duties of 
a police officer. Attached to Doctor 
Hermes’ letter were reports of Doctor 
Davenport of St. Lawrence Hospital and 
of Doctor Stringer. There was also sattach- 
ed a letter from the Navy, dated December 
29, 1943, refusing to give Doctor Hermes 
information regarding Mr. Messick. Re- 
gardless of Doctor Hermes’ findings you 
reinstated Mr. Messick at your meeting of 
March 14th. 


Mr. Messick never made formal applica- 
tion to you for reinstatement, the matter 
apparently coming first to the attention 
of the Board on January 12th when Chief 
O’Brien reported his return, Mr. Messick 
was present, gave a verbal report as to 
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his physical condition and was requested 
to secure a medical report from the Navy. 
Apparently Doctor Hermes’ report was 
read at this meeting. 


Under your resolution of February 24th 
it was necessary for you to determine if 
he was physically fit to carry on his duties 
as a police officer. You were not required 
to do it on December 16th, apparently the 
first date upon which he talked to Chief 
O’Brien, or on January 12th when the 
matter was first considered by your Board 
as you were entitled to a reasonable time 
within which to make your investigation 
and determination. 


The Navy report was not submitted to 
your Board until April 5th when it was 
attached to his letter requesting back pay. 
You will see that the first page of the 
photostatic copy of the report is not com- 
plete in that a paper has been placed over 
the matter after the words ‘‘Facts are as 
follows.”” You will note the failure at the 
bottom to entirely delete several letters. 


It is my belief that under no circum- 
stances should you award him any back 
pay, prior to the receipt of Doctor Hermes’ 
letter on January 12, 1944. Whether he is 
entitled to back pay, from that time on, is 
a matter for you to decide, based upon all 
of the aforesaid facts. You may if you de- 
sire determine he is not entitled to any 
pay on the ground that the Navy report 
was not received until your meeting of 
April 11th, and-even now is not complete. 

If you should determine he is entitled to 
back pay a deduction should be made there- 
from for any wages he may have received 
during such period from other employment.
